Tbe nearer 
government ia brought to tbe people, 
when properly oondoeted, tbe better 
will government be as a whole for tbe 
people, bnt like all other business gov- 
ernment ia subject to proper or im- 
proper management by those who have 
in charge its direction.

Government by tbe people when so 


termed is not always government by 
them; tbe chief cause there is for con- 
ducting government in opposition to 
tbe wishes or beet interests of the 
governed is to carry out tbe eelfleh 
feeling or interests of those directing 
government, who by representing tbe 
desires of a class, oppose the wishes 
and interests of tbe great body of the 
people, more particularity is it true 
that tbe masses tre not regarded when 
prejudice or passion has taken bold 
upon tbe people or upon any portion 
of them. Then class legislation and 
class government becomes oppressive 
upon tbe people, which ia more par- 
ticularly true when the body gov- 
eined is large, or when the govern- 
ment ie national. 


It has been said tbe less a people ie 


governed tbe better it will be for tbe 
people, which means that tbe lees in 
number are the rules applied to the 
people, ibe better it will be for them. 
When tbe people cannot move with- 
out rubbing themselves against tome 
role of government, it becomes irk 
some and oppiessive; that is, when 
rules of government represented by 
law are so plentiful that the people are 
ttriotly confined to highways and to 
their firesides there ia not much lib- 
erty remaining for tbe poor or for any 
person who is not in some way identi- 
fied with tbe privileged classes. 


From snob conditions come revolu- 


tions and more especially is it so when 
privileges are extended to taxation, or 
when tbe ruin of taxation is applied 
by government without representation. 
Tbe rule of taxation without repre- 
sentation will occupy the public mind 
ia tbe near future more fully than it 
bas been occupied by tbe question 
since the American and French revo- 
lutions. 


Tbe more near government is to the 


people tbe better will be tbeir position 
to control taxation without represen- 
tation. Do not suppose for a moment 
that all taxation without representa- 
tion comes dtreotly from government. 
It wan true in tbe past that the prin- 
ciple was lareely applied by govern- 
merit; couduioos were then that the 
power of taxation was altogether in the 
power of government. In those times 
there were no large monopolies pos- 
sessed with the power of taxation as 
there are at this time, nor were there 
a hundred yearn »go any large iu- 
corporations half public and half I ri- 
val e, such a* there are at present, 
possessed with tbe power of taxation 
without representation. 


Tbe more near government is to the 


people, the more power they will have 
to secore themselves aga'-is-t the appli- 
cation r>f tbe rule of taxation withtut 
representation.

The New Law Provides lor Low- 


er Maximum Tax 


Levy. 


Section 1. Wheneter ID any county 


In the State ot Nevada of »rer f«veu 
thousand inhabitant* a petition or pe- 
titions for the establishment of a free 
public library, certified by tba Dis- 
trict Judge of any Judicial District of 
tha State of Nevada as being signed by 
a majority of tha taxpayers, or by tax- 
payers representing a majority of tha 
taxable property, aa abowa by tba 
last prec»dlmg assessment roll of any 
alty, unincorporated town, or school 
district, shairba presented to tha 
Board of County Commissioners of tba 
count* in wbleh said city, unincor- 
porated town or school district Is sit- 
uated, accompanied by affidavit of one 
or .more of tha aignara thereof that tha 
signature* thereto are genuine, tba 
said Board of County Commlssionsrs 
shall within tan day* after said pe- 
tition or petitions are so presented 
levy a tax upon all tha taxable pro- 
party of said city, unincorporated town, 
or school district of tan cents and no 
more, on each one hundred dollar* 
valuation of tha taxable property 
therein for the purpose of creating a 
fund to ba known as tha "Library 
Fond." And each 
year thereafter 


said Board of County Commissioners, 
at the tine and in tba manner other 
taxes are levied, shall levy a tax upon 
said property for aaid pnrposs ot ten 
cants and no more on each one hun- 
dred dollars valuation thereof. 


Section 2.—Tne State Board of Ed- 


ucation of Nevads, whenever notified 
that a petition has been presented as 
provided in Section 1 of this Aot, 
shall appoint three competent per- 
sons who are residents of snob city, 
unincorporated town or school dis- 
trict, to be known aa Library Trustees, 
wbo shall hold office for tha period ot 
one, two, and three yaara respectively, 
and aaid State Board of Education 
shall annually thereafter appoint one 
Library Trustee who shall hold offlee 
for tha period of three years, and »11 
vacancies which may occur at nuy 
.ime in the aaid office ot Library 
Trustee shall ba filled by appointment 
by the said State Board of Education; 
said Trustees shall serve without com 
penaation, and aball hold office until 
•heir successors are appointed and 
qualified.
